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WIRELESS TALK

FROM HEW YORK TO

ilOKIO IS ROPE

(By United Press Leased Wire.)
New York, Oct. 22. When' Eu

roue's warring nations cease their
struggle, it may not be tbe cable, nor
yet tbe wireless telegraph that will
flash the great tidings to America.
Instead, H may be the human voice,
speaking' by wireless telephone over
the ' miles of Atlantic ocean from
Paris on the Eiffel tower to 'Arltng
ton wireless station; Washington.;

That became a possibility today
with news that the (Arlington effort
to communicate with tbe Eiffel tower
in Paris had succeeded. In addition
to thU'tma AVashlngtcm', conversation
was picked up in far-aw- ay Honolulu,
Thus far the conversation (by wireless
Is all In one direction; there la not
yet any instrument for replying. But
Engineer Carty of the A, T. ft T.
company, "dreamer of dreams that
come true," la hopeful of completing
thla portion of hla experiment aoon
And, It waa stated, he said in talk- -
lug over the. long distance phone
from Chicago last night to reporters
here, announcing success of the
Wasbington-Parla-Honolul- u expert
ment, that maybe the good news of
peace may come by the wireless
phone.

The Arlington station found that
while communication over water had
boen clear, it was troubled by static
Interruptions above Paris. The air
seemed surcharged with electric
wavea from the French capital, which
"got in the way" of the voice But
the cables from the Eiffel tower, con
firmed that they had heard distinctly
the words of tho Arlington sender
This was no regular conversation
but rather a series of test words
which would establish the fart of
communication.

The next great step in the wireless
telephony experimentation will be an
effort' to talk from New York
Tokio. - This will be possible, Carty
predicted recently in San Francisco,
though he suggested that for such
test the transcontinental wire phone
might be linked up from New York
to the Polden Gate, and then relayed
by connection with a wireless from
San Francisco to Toklo. '
